graph company in Chicago, who went 
on strike Thursday night because they 
were asked to work 
with nonunion 
men lh Los Angeles, telegraphers in 
eight other cities 
quit work Friday. 
The SGO men employed by the P >8tad 
Telegraph company in Chicago who 
belong, to th© pu u e local of the Com­ 
mercial Telegraphers* union as tho 
Western Union men and who declare 
that their working conditions with the 
compathy 
have become 
intolerable, 
took advantage cif the 
situation and 
quit war* In a body Friday night at 
(i o'clock. 
With the waiktr.it of the Postal em ­ 
ployes 
Chicago is 
left with 
about 
thirty-five telegraphers endeavoring to 
transmit fhe 
business oI 
both tele­ 
graph companies where under normal 
conditions fully 1,500 men are used.

Late Friday night the general sit­ 
uation 
had cleared

as lf the strike 
of the commercial 
men would 
be universal throughout 
the United States, the Indications now 
are that no further strikes will oc­ 
cur for the present at least. 
Under 
orders from National President Small 
. of the telegraphers' organization. Na­ 
tional Secretary 
Russell telegraphed 
the secretaries of the various locals 
throughout the country to keep their 
men at work until they received fur­ 
ther orders. 
Mr. Russell when asked 
for an explanation of this action said: 
“We don’t want to use up all our 
ammunition In one charge.*' 
The understanding Is that the bro­ 
ker operators will be 
allowed to re­ 
main at work as long as the commis­ 
sion houses handle only their regular 
business over their leased wires. The 
broker men belonging 
to the union 
have been notified that they are to 
refuse to handle outside business and 
if they are discharged upon refusing 
to touch sucft business If offered they 
will be upheld by tile union.

ever the men may go o u t 
A strike 
among the 3,000 operators of Greater 
New York is imminent, though senti- 
cm-nt among the employes Is said to 
be divided. 
The foregoing is not an official an­ 
nouncement but is an expression of 
opinion concurred In both by men as­ 
sociated with the executive affairs of 
the W estern Union and by re p re se n ts 
tires of the Commercia] Telegraphers’ 
union. 
The position token by the company 
Is that the men have no substantial 
grievance. 
A man who 
enjoys the 
confidence 
of 
high 
officials of 
the 
W estern Union said: 
"The men have no grievance. 
They 
have the strike fever and the younger 
element, which appears to be in con­ 
trol In the W est and to which a period 
of idleness would work no particular 
hardship, is anxious for a showdown 
that will test the strength of the or­ 
ganization 
throughout the 
country. 
The company will fight, for to surren­ 
der would be suicidal. 
If the strike 
becomes 
general as it 
was In 1883 
business for a time will be ham pered 
as it was then, but eventually the men 
will he beaten.” 
This man declared that many of the 
operators in the

would not strike. 
On fhe other hand it was said in 
union circles that the original griev- 
mce against the company was in this 
city and that 75 per cent of the opera­ 
tors employed here are unifcn men 
and prepared to leave their keys the 
moment a strike Is ordered by execu­ 
tive officials of the union.

Dealer prints a copyrighted in­ 
terview with John D. Rockefeller, in 
which the oil m agnate in discussing 
the recent speech of Judge Crosscup 
In which the latter declared that the 
wealth of the country Is so widely dis­ 
tributed that It Is really In the hands 
of the moderately well-to-do, said: 
“They 
can hardly 
accuse 
Judge 
Grosscup of partiality to corporations 
or railroads. 
He 
has shown 
very 
well lnd<-ed 
how widespread 
is the 
damage resulting from the speculation 
through prejudice 
of the country‘8 
transportation 
The same applies to 
thoughtless attacks on other lines of 
Industry, 
it is worse than thought­ 
less to say offhand that the wealth and 
the Industries of the country are in 
the hands 
of a few rich 
men, who 
alone win suffer. 
There is a direct 
loss to thousands of frugal people who 
has*e Invested small savings In these 
enterprises 
and the Indirect 
effect 
readies still other thousands who de­ 
pend In one way or another upon the 
success of every in lustry. 
The busi­ 
ness of the country is Interwoven un­ 
til It is something like the circulation 
Of tire blood In Hie body. 
An injury 
or an Operation at one point shocks 
and weakens the whole.” 
Referring to tile financial situation, 
Mr. Rockefeller said: 
"Who 
Is more 
interested 
in the 
material prosperity of this countrj 
than I? 


Egcrs Not A ll in One Basket. 


‘“My eggs are not all in one basket 
by any means. 
A good deal of non­ 
sense Is printed every now and then 
about my having captured all the rail­ 
roads of the country 
or having mo­ 
nopolized this or that. 
The truth is 
that I figure as an investor and stock­ 
holder rather 
than as 
a proprietor. 
But any depression is likely to mean a 
loss of values 
to mc. 
The 
grocery 
man may not feel it it the coal busi­ 
ness is bad or the wheat growers suf­ 
fer if the railroads lose, but the m an 
with wider interests feels every phase 
of depression. 
I do not mean that I 
am in the g ro c e ry or coal, or wheat, 
business, but I am using this illustra­ 
tion. 
It is a fact that hardly any so: 
of business can experience dull times 
without less to me. It should be plain, 
then, that I have the best right to be 
anxious for good thrums 
all around. 
Would I permit 
then, any 
harm to 
come 
to any line 
of business 
if I 
could help it?** 
“I am harnessed to a cart in which 
tile people ride.” continued Mr. Rocke­ 
feller.

Famous Guerrilla Leader Said to Be 
in British Columbia. 
Victoria, B. C., Aug. IO.—Bill Quan- 
trell, leader of Quantrell’s guerrillas 
in the Civil war, who according to his­ 
tory died of wounds at a Kentucky 
hospital after his raiders were cut up, 
la alive and lives at Quatslno, on the 
northwest coast of Vancouver island, 
under the name of John Sharp, accord­ 
ing to a number of people who have 
conversed with him.
